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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach an electrostatic actuator having a movable electrode that moves along a 
basement plane and that defines first and second opposing surfaces, the actuator 
including stationary electrodes with first and second stable electrode columns standing 
on a base substrate and space from each other, the first and second columns having 
first and second stable walls connected to the first and second columns (respectively) 
and extending between the columns and being positioned opposed to the first and 
second surfaces of the moving electrode, the movable electrode having thickness W, 
each of the first and second stable electrode walls having a thickness W, where the first 
and second stable electrode columns are located in a space between first and second 
datum planes with the first datum plane is defined to include an outward surface of the 
first stable electrode wall and the second datum plane is defined to include an outward 
surface of the second stable electrode wall and a distance between the first and second 
datum planes is equal to or larger than three times the thickness W of the movable 
electrode, and including an insulating solid piece that connects at least an end of the 
first stable electrode wall near the second stable electrode column to the second stable 
electrode column, an end of the second stable electrode wall near the first stable 
electrode column to the first stable electrode column, and the first and second stable 
electrode walls.
